MISSOURI SUPREME COURT RE-

Principal Errer Feund In Proceedings of
Lewer Court Was Judge Latshaw's

Kaxsas Crry, Mo. Apri 11-The
Supreme Court this morning reversed
and remanded the casa of Dr B. C. 8.
Hyde, convicted a year agoof the murder
of Col. Thomas H. Swopa. He haa heen
{0 the county jail aver aince his conviction,
but will be released immediately on hond

Ome of the principal grounds for the
Supreme Court decision waa Judge Lat-
shaw’s action in rescinding Dr. Hyde's
bond during the trial and ordering him
locked up. While great precautions wers
taken to keep this fact from the jury, the
Supreme Court decided that the news had
leaked to the jury and prejudiced them
in Hyde’'s case.

An application for a new trial was
bassed on the following allegations: That
the indictments wers illagal and
the evidencs insufficient to support the
allegations; that competent testimony
was barred and incompetent testimony
received; that prejudicial remarks wera
sllowed by the prosscutor and by the
court; that the court should not have
ravoked Hyde's bail during the trial
that the verdict waa the resuit of passion
and prejudice.
